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Worthy and endeared Friend; 
ERRERA Having at laſt mer with Mr, Tillan's

*  turbulency of Spirit, hath been like a ba)l of Wild-fire 
F toſſed from onecn1 of the Naticn to another ; ſcat- 
*1* tering his peſizlent errours with very great mmpudence and 
| toldneſs in every place where he hath come, Now 
| though I had heard in Lancaſhire, and other places 
| (before my remcval trom Dedham ) ot the dangercus 
| #, <onditions of this man, and what diſturbance he had 
| 
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made inſeveral places, in-venting,and propagating 
his Erreurs, yet now I am moreſully certified of the 
truth of thoſe things which there I keard, 

For brevity ſake I ſhall only give you an account of 
Mr. Samuel Eator's , who is Paſtor of the Church of 
Duckenfield in Cheſhire;þeſore whom one of Mr.T:lam's 
cauſes was examined , and by whom Mr, Tillm's Ex- 
communication out of theChurch at Wrexam was de- 
clared juſt and regular : Mr. Sam, Eatox's words are 
theſe, Mr.Tillam was excommunicated firſt by the Church at 
Wrexam , and aſterwards his Excommunitcation was 

found and declared juſt by the Church at Duckenficld, The

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cauſes of his Excommuntcation were ſeveral; among others 
were theſe ; The proof of ſeveral untruths told by bum, intol.

to evade the ſentence : And many that were bis Diſciples', 
and Rehaytized by hrm, when they beard things laid open,

Secondly : He groſly abuſeth , and ſhamefully-be. 
ſpattered the Ghurch at Lozdor in ſundry particu- 
lars, but we fee he can do no other. Ve ſhall obſerve 
but two or three things more, and conclnde, 

Firſt: Hetells you, in a vaunt,p.14. be had not onely 
$ol, per annum,b«t 40 1.per augmentation; but he tels 
you not withall,that this was before rhe Commiſho- 
' ners wel knew him,8 that as ſoon as they ſaw his ſpi- 
rit and carriage. with the ſame hands they gave him 
the Augmentation, they took it from him again , as 
judging him unworthy of it; and how that after it 
was gone, he crouched to the Commiſfioners, and in- 
finuated fawningly toſome of the Miniſters to get ir 
regained ,: but it never could, and whether it was not 
one great cauſe of his leaving the North, I leave tobe 
confidered.
